Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreennent was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's attorney contacted examiner to discuss proposed claim 
languauge. Specifically claim language that would render the adjustable length ot the conveying table as a structural 
limitation rather than a functional limitation. It was agreed that claim language positiviely reciting two different conveyor 
table lengths at 2 different pivotal positions of the conveyor table would provide a structural basis for the adjustable 
length limitation. Furthermore it was agreed that such language would overcome the rejection set forth in the final 
office action. Following applicant approval, the new claim language will be submitted for review as an amendment after 
final.
